May it please your Excellency, 

I have the honour to submit the Annual Report on the con- 
dition and progress of the University. 

The total number of persons who entered for the various 
Academical Examinations of the University during the year 
1898, was 2,808 ; while in the previous year it was 2,777. 

The Appendix to this Report contains Tables giving all 
important details connected with the Examinations held in 1898, 
for both male and female candidates. A Table is also given 
showing the Academic progress, in the various Faculties, made 
by Students matriculated in 1881 to 1897, inclusive. 

I regret to have to report that one vacancy on the Senate has 
occurred durin fir this year by the death of SirJonn 1. Gilbert. 
This vacancy lias been filled up by the appointment of William 
Joseph Myles Starkie, Litt.I). 

There were two public meetings of the University in 1898. 
Tlio first was of a formal character, and was held on the 18th day 
of May, for the purpose mainlv of admitting to their degrees 
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the candidates who had passed at the Medical Examinations held 
a short time previously. 

The usual annual meeting of the - University to confer degi’ees 
in the several Faculties, and to declare the distinctions obtained 
by candidates at the Honour Examinations, was held on the 
28th day of October. Details of proceedings at this meeting are 
given in Appendix II. 

In conformity with the provisions of the Act of Parliament, 
44 and 45 Vic., chap. 52, the accounts of the receipts and expen- 
diture of the University, with the corresponding vouchers and 
other documents, are rendered quarterly to the Controller and 
Auditor-Genera], who submits an annual report and abstract to 
Parliament.

Seventeenth Annual Meeting oe the Koyal University of 
Ireland. 

October 28th, 1898. 

The Seventeenth Annual Meeting of the University was held on 
October 2Sth, 1898. 

The Chancellor, The Most Hon. The Marquis of Dufferin and 
Ava, opened the proceedings with the following address ; — 

Mv Lords, Ladies, and Gentlemen, — I am afraid in entering upon 
my duties to-day as Chancellor of the Royal University of Ireland, I 
must throw myself upon the indulgence of the distinguished audience 
I see before me, for, owing to recent indisposition, it will be impossible 
for me to embark upon anything like a regular address, or to do more 
than touch upon two or three practical matters to which it is especially 
desirable that your attention should be drawn. Indeed, such a course 
is forced upon me, if for no other reason than that my voice would be 
unable to endure the strain consequent upon iui endeavour to make 
myself heard throughout this vast assembly, whose ears I should be 
unwilling to oflend by the raucous and unintelligible sounds into which 
within a very short time it would ,be sure to degenerate. Nor, 
probably, will any of you be displeased at such a disability ; fcr 
educational topics have lately been discussed at such lengtli, on such a 
variety of occasions, and by such able men, that I doubt whether any 
ideas on the subject would occur to my mind with which you are not 
aU’eady familiar. During the last year wo have had to lament a great 
loss by the death of one ot our Senators, Sir John Thomas Gilbert, ll.d., 
whose literary works bearing upon history and the antiqriities of our 
counti-y and of the city in particular are so well known to you. Her 
Majesty the Queen has been pleased to appoint Dr. William J. M. 
Starkie, President of the Queen’s College, Galway, to fill the vacancy 
so caused. Dr. Starkie is with us to-day, and, in your name and 
in the name of the. Senate, I give him a hearty welcome. The 
first practical point, then, on which I shall venture to enlarge is 
the fact of our having instituted a Diploma in Agriculture, and 
when we consider how largely Ireland is dependent for the increase 
of her wealth upon the successful prosecution of Agriculture, 
everyone I am sure will approve of the step we have taken in this 
direction. It is unnecessary for me to remind you of the dis- 
couraging statistics which have been paraded over and over again in 
the newspapers in exemplification of the inconceivable extent to which 
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articles ■which -we ought to be able ourselves to produce at home under 
far more advantageous circumstances than our rivals, are imported into 
Great Britain from abroad, such as

all of which the foreigner transmits to us across two channels ; extract- 
ing from us in return millions and millions of pounds, which ought 
properly to go into the pockets of the agricultural population. But in 
this respect I am happy to say a brighter day is dawning over Ireland. 
Onr farming classes are waking up to the advantages both of co- 
operation and of technical instruction, and we have the satisfaction of 
knowing that there are many countries which, thirty years ago, being 
as backward as ourselves, have now attained to such a perfection both 
of skill and organization as has changed them from the pooi’est into the 
wealthiest and best-to-do amongst the agricultural communities of the 
Continent. The regulations for the Agricultural Diploma I have 
mentioned came into operation during the course of the present year, 
and as one of the objects which the Senate had in view in framing them 
was to include in the course for the examinations in Agriculture only 
subjects of the first importance to the skilled agriculturist, a simpler 
preliminary examination, as an alternative to the regular matriculation 
examination, has been appointed for our agricTiltural candidates. Thus, 
although candidates who have matriculated can enter themselves as 
students of these agricultural courses, the matriculation examination is 
not obligatory, inasmuch as it includes subjects which might not be 
necessary for one about to devote himself to Agricultural pursuits. 
There is, therefore, provided a special preliminary examination, the 
subjects for which are confined to English, Mathematics, and Natural 
Philosophy, so that no unnecessary difficulties are thrown in the way 
of those who desire to proceed to the Agricultural Diploma. Moreover, 
inasmuch as an agricultural candidate will during his courses be examined 
in the following subjects: — Book-keeping, Mathematics, Natural 
Philosophy, Chemistry, Botany, Zoology, Land-surveying, Physiology, 
Geology, Veterinary Hygiene, Economic Science as applied to Agri- 
culture, Agriculture, Horticulture and Eore.stry, we may rest satisfied 
that he has his work in his own peculiar line fully cut out for him, and 
that the Senate has exercised a wise discretion in instituting the 
simpler preliminary examination I have described as an alternative to 
the ordinary test of matriculation, which is encumbered with certain 
subjects extraneous to the special pursuit he has adopted. 


There is another very important addition we have made to our 
curricula, namely, the institution of a Diploma in Teaching. The regu- 
lations for the Diploma in Teaching will come into operation in the year 
1899. The Diploma will be conferred only on Graduates in Arts of the 
University. The courses are eminently practical in their nature. They 
include such subjects as Methods of Teaching, School Management, 
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Organiisation, Mental and Moral Sciences, in their I’elation to the work 
of Teaching. Bat the special feature of the examinations for this 
.Dijjloina is that practical skill in the teaching and management of a 
class must be shown, and [ am given to understand that a high standard 
will be expected in this branch of the examination. In these days, 
when so many consider themselves possessed of the abilities to teach, 
no matter wiiat their shortcomings in other respects may be, it is 
unnecessary to dwell on the great advantage which the obtaining of a 
Diploma such as ours will bestow. The difficulties in the Avay of a 
system of registration for our teachers, such as we have for the members 
of other professions, may take time to overcome ; but until such a 
system is adopted we have a fair substitute provided in the Diploma in 
Teaching ; and those who employ our Diplomates in -Teaching may rest 
assured that their teachers, being Graduates in Arts of the University, 
are both possessed of a sound knowledge of the subjects of their courses, 
and have also been instructed in the best means of imparting this know- 
ledge to those under their care. 

I confess that I myself attach great importance to this innovation, 
and 1 am sure there are few persons whose duty it has been to pass from 
one school to another, or from one class to another, who has not observed 
the enormous difference in vivacity, eagerness, attention, and interest 
ia their studies which one kind of teacher is able to evoke in his pupils 
as compared with the languor, inertness, and general deadness which is 
perceptible in those presided over by a less sympathetic, less experienced, 
and less agile-minded colleague. 

And now I turn to another .subject on which I think we have every 
reason to congratulate ourselves, namely, the successful manner in which 
we have promoted an important branch of physical research by the 
Howland Spectrometer which is mounted in the Physical Laboratory of 
the University. Professor Hai'tley aiid Mr. Eamage have already, by 
means of this fine Spectrometer, demonstrated the presence of lines of 
the element Gallium in the sun's spectrum. Again, this S^jectrometer, 
combined with a specially designed electro-magnet, has, in the hands of 
Professor Preston, revealed the exact structure of the spectral lines 
when the source of light is subject to a strong magnetic field — a 
resolution udiich has eluded the most industrious researches of their 
brother pliysicists in other parts of the world. I may mention further 
that many excellent photogj-aphs of the spark sjjectra ho.ve now been 
obtained by Dr. Adeney, and these form the first instalment of a 
complete series, destined to include all known elements. 

On a previous occasion I had to observe and lament that wc were, for 
pi-actical purposes, merely an examining University, and are only able 
to regard our young people as material for examination. At the same 
time, we are not insensible to the well-being of our students while 
pursuing their studies under our auspices, and we ai’e always ready to 
recognize any voluntary efforts that may be made to meet their wants. 
It gives me great pleasure, therefore, to acknowledge our obligations to 
the National Library of Ireland, which, under the able and painstaking 
direction of tlie Librarian, Mr. Lyster, is an immense help to those 
preparing for our examinations. 

And now, in this connexion, turning to the younger portion of ray 
audience, I would desire to I'emind them that although we cannot claim 
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to stand towards tliem in the intimate and affectionate relationship of 
teacher and pnpil, and are forced to occupy the less amiable position of 
inflexible and impartial judges in their regard, we have not less at heart 
their interest, nor do we fail to sympathise most heartily and warmly in 
their hopes and fears, in their anxieties, misgivings, and aspirations. 
It is a constant pre-occupation with the members of the Senate — who, 
remembei-, represent not only the learning, but the keenest intelligence 
of their native country — to do whatever in them lies to render thi,s 
University a portal through which the flower of the Irish race may enter 
upon a career of honourable, successful, and patriotic exertion. Nor 
must it be forgotten that the field open to their enterprise is only 
conterminous with the limits of the British Empire, and is fraught with 
such opportunities as no other nation in the world has been able to place 
at the disposal of its children, In each of tlie four quarters of the globe 
a theatre exists foi‘ the exercise of your abilities and the enlargement of 
your fortunes in proportion to the amount of industry with which you 
have pursued your studies, and I will add, to the rectitude of your 
conduct and the nobility of your character ; for, thank God, both in 
Ireland and Scotland and in England mere talent, unsupported by 
•character, is of little value. Though neither your moral nor your 
intellectual training is in our hands, do not forget that the honour and 
reputation of this University is in your keeping, and tliat, in accordance 
with the distinction and success which you may attain in after life, will 
be the confidence placed by the world at lai-ge in the methods and processes 
by which your abilities have been sifted and proved within these walls. 
In conclusion, all that I can say is that from the bottom of my heart I 
trust that each and everyone of you who embarks this day upon the 
voyage of life with our Diploma and our honours flying at his mast- 
head, may meet with such favouring breezes as' may waft him to the 
.goal of his ambition in whatever direction it may lie.
